That Arkansas is passing from the 


dynamic to the static is the unescap- 
able conclusion to be drawn from the 
"Trend of Population in Arkansas" 
report just issued by the State Plan- 
ning Board. 


During the decade from 1920 to 1930 


the excess of births over deaths in 
the state was 181,046, while the actual 
gain in population was only 102,278. 
This shows a loss in population of 
78,768 through Arkansans leaving the 
state. During the ten years prior to 
1930 the number of persons emigrating 
from Arkansas would have made a 
city almost the size of Little Rock. 


At the approach of the end of the 


state's first century of statehood it is 
interesting to note that relation of Ar- 
kansas' growth with the United States 
as a whole. From 1840 to 1890 the 
United States had a growth of only 
268.7 per cent while Arkansas in- 
creased in population 1056.27 per cent. 
The obvious deduction from this is 
that during this period the rapid de- 
velopment of this -section came about 
through the .ear,ly exploitation and 
utilization of its land resources. An- 
other influence that tended toward 
rajyd development was 
the 
large 


number of navigable streams penetrat- 
ing the rich lands of the state. From

Nfew Bonus Plan in 
January Proposed 


97- 
f/b Cash Proposal for 


Next Session Ends Cur- 


rent Vote Talk 


WASHINGTON.—(ff>)—A 
new non- 


infl&tionary'cash' bonus plan, embody- 
ing .'almost full payment of the veter- 
ans' certificates, was proposed in the 
senate Tuesday under an apparent' bi- 
partisan agreement to let the issue go 
over -until January. 


It was 
introduced 
by Senators 


Byrnes, Democrat, South Carolina, and 
Stelwer, Republican. Oregon, after the 
Democratic'leaders had agreed to make 
the bonus issue'a special order of bus- 
iness in the senate next January. 


Byrnes and Steiwer said they would 


not ask for action on their proposal 
unti Ithat time. The Democratic sen- 
ator, who has opposed the administra- 
tion on bonus legislation throughout 
-•the session, forecast that a quick vote 
would be reached then. 


Steiwer"s participation in the intro- 


duction of the new proposal was taken 
by some as an indication that Repub- 
licans would join in the Democratic 
move to let the bonus go over and 
speed adjournment. 


Under the Byrnes-Steiwer proposal, 


veterans would get at least 96 per cent 
of the full cash value of their certifi- 
cates if the bill were passed today, or 
at least 97 per cent if it should be 
passed in January. 


The maturity date of the certificates 


would be advanced from 1945 to 1938 
on the theory that they should have 
been dated frqm .the Armistice instead 
of' 1£35. . Vejteraris holding their cer- 
tificates until November 11, 1938, would 
get the full face value. There would 


be a small discount for advance pay- 
ment ahead of that time. 


Instead of financing the 32,00,000,000 


cost through a new currency issue, as 
in the Patman bill passed by congress 
and vetoed by President Roosevelt this 
session, the Byrnes-Steiwer proposals 
would pay the certificates out of the 
Treasury through orthodox financing 
methods. The president 
would 
be 


authorized to use 
the 
34,880,000,000 


work relief fund for payments, if he 
desired. 


The Democratic decision Tuesday, 


and the joint introduction of the new 
plart by Steiwer and Byrnes, was be- 
lieved by veteran senators to sound 
the death knell of any possibility of 
bonus action at this session. 


The Democrats agreed that they 


would vote to table any bonus pro- 
| pofal offered as a rider to another', 
bill between now and adjournment.
